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THE STATE'S OWN JOB 


An encouraging sign in efforts to end 


the economic war thai has developed be- 
tween a number v>f states is the fact that 
40 of the 48 have now set up commis- 
sions on interstate cooperation. 


A noteworthy point is that the federal 


government has the authority to put an 
end to all interstate trade barriers, but it 
will be much better if the states solve 
the problem themselves. 
That the states 


themselves realize this is indicated by 
the series of regional conferences which 
have followed the meeting of the council 
of state governments. The purpose of this 
meeting was to establish uniform regula- 
tions and the response of all but eight 
states is most promising. 


It scarcely needs emphasizing again 


that discriminatory quarantine regulations 
such as those which now bar trade in nur- 
sery stock, cattle, citrus fruits and other 
commodities are ruinous. Free trade be- 
tween the states is not only a principle 
of democracy but it also is an essential 
factor in the economic well being of the 
'entire country. Its restriction would be 
bad business for all of the states. 


Indications that federal 
authorities 


were planning to act if the states did 
not have been 
increasingly apparent. 


-Solicitor General Jackson stated recently 
that while "the administration will nev- 
er lightly throw federal authority into 
conflict with state policy we will continue 
to support private litigants and to take di- 
rect action in the courts where necessary." 


That should be warning enough. Fed- 


eral intervention would mean absorption 
of more authority over the states. The 
states have the power and it is hoped 
the wisdom to regulate their own affairs, 
not only for state economic welfare but 
also for the protection of state's rights. 


THE INDEPENDENT VOTE 


Both President Roosevelt and his at- 


torney general appointee, Robert H. Jack- 
son, speaking at Jackson day dinners, 
stressed the necessity of capturing the in- 
dependent vote to win the forthcoming 
election. 


Both are astute politicians. They know 


that rock-ribbed Democrats and rock- 
ribbed Republicans will stay put, regard- 
less of candidates or issues, and that re- 
cent elections have been decided by those 
voters who have no compunctions about 
switching from one label to another and 
who, in fact, regard it both a privilege 
and a duty to vote on candidates and is- 
sues rather than on parties. 


This political fact probably will be 


more evident in this election than ever 
before. The President was right in say- 
ing that the independent 
voters "are 


more interested in government than in 
politics," but he should have gone further. 
The great majority of all voters at this 
time are more interested in government 
than politics. 
So many grave issues face 


the nation that little comfort can be found 
in political banner waving. 


Of course, much of the old political 


buncombe will be heard again in the cam- 
paign, but the candidate with the best 
chance will be the one who remembers 
that the voters, regardless of labels, are 
primarily concerned with the question of 
how the trying problems of the day can 
be solved, and they know that soap box 
oratory won't do it. 


"NO SPINE NOR SPICE?" 


The innocent bystander in the furore 


aroused by the ousting of Sir Leslie Horc- 
Belisha as British war minister appears to 
be the man chosen to supplant him. Oli- 
ver Stanley. 


In Amencan language. Mr. Stanley is 


being "taken for a ride1' by the British 
press. 
Among the names being applied 


to him in print are "colorless," "most un- 
satisfactory" and "do-nothing-or." 
Per- 


haps the most pungent characterization of 
Mr. Stanley is that, "He has good inten- 
tions but neither .spine nor spice " 


Stanley is most assuredly the oppo- 


site of Hoie-Bchshd. Where the latter is 
impctuour, a po-getter and no worshiper 
of tradition, Stanley is &n unobtrushe 
wheclhorse of the appeasement conser- 
vatives 
Wealthy son-in-law of the Mar- 


quess of Londonderry and graduate of the 
blue-blooded Eton school, he is a former 
lawyer and slock salesman. Since enter- 
ing parliament in 1924 he has plodded 
faithfully along the conservative path and 
moved from one government post to an- 
other, including under-secrctery of the 
home office, minister of transportation, 
minister of labor, minister of education 
and president of the hoard of trade. His 
most outstanding \voik was performed 
in the last post, in which he did a thor- 


ough Job and negotiated the Anglo-Amer- 
ican trade treaty. 


Stanley now succeeds to a place occu- 


pied twice by his father, the 17th earl of 
Derby, who was war minister from 1916 to 
1918 and again from 1922 to 1924. Stan- 
ley himself was a major in France during 
the war. 


Stanley's career and background ex- 


plain fully why many Britons fear an- 
other appeasement deal with Hitler is un- 
derway. Yet the same qualities which 
suggest appeasement also would permit 
the army generals to run the war in their 
own way, which they evidently could not 
do under Hore-Belisha. 


AN OLD BUILDING 


The recent damage by fire to the pal- 


ace of the Cancellaria in the very heart 
of Rome turns attention to the ancient 
character of the building and the quite 
astonishing fact that part of it has actu- 
ally been used for about 16 centuries for 
fhe purpose for which it was built. 


The construction of the little church 


within its courtyard began in the year 
366 at the instance of Pope Damasus who 
utilized for that purpose blocks and pil- 
lars from the nearby Theatre of Pompey. 
Designed also as a storage 
place 
for 


archives of the church its originator set 
upon it the following frank inscription: 


"I have erected this building for the 


archives of the Roman church. I have 
surrounded it with porticoes on either 
side and I have Kiven it my name 
which I hope will be remembered for 
centuries.' 
The greater palace of Cancellaria was 


not constructed until Columbus was nos- 
ing his way around Cuba still a bit con- 
fused about his inability to find the main- 
land of India. The mighty blocks used in 
the construction of this 
palace were 


brought from the Colosseum only about 
a mile away for the Italian people had 
come into a period of their history where 
multitudes meeting to observe games or 
spectacles did not appear to be popular. 


Within a short distance from the Can- 


cellaria may be found many spots alive 
with the seething history of the Rome that 
was. Close at hand is the Pillar of Pom- 
pey, at the foot of which Julius Caesar 
was surrounded and assassinated, crying 
out in his last breath those melancholy 
words of astonishment, "You, too, Brutus!" 
Nearby is the square called Campo de 
Fiori upon whose now silent ground many 
great fires were set to burn to death those 
who had become obnoxious to the ruling 
powers. And only a step away is a build- 
ing known as the College of the English 
which turned out enthusiastic young men 
who returned to their native England in 
Elizabeth's day only to be collared and 
led off to another fire of fagots for up- 
holding religious ideas that had 
been 


banned. 


The place of the Cancellaria is one 


of the few buildings in which no man in 
the military uniform of Italy enters with- 
out removing his arms. And it has thus 
served during a trying and turbulent pe- 
riod as one of the few spots where peace 
reigns, and perhaps from which spot good 
will took root and finally spread afar. 


ERIE AMENDS OUR CONSTITUTION 


In writing its constitution Ireland 


adopted generously from ours but appears 
to have made a marked improvement in 
an important particular. 


Its constitution empowers the supreme 


court to declare invalid any legislation 
that transgresses the people's law which 
is, of course, the constitution. But it adds 
a provision that we might adopt in toto 
to our own advantage. It provides that 
after the legislative body has passed an 
act, the President, prior to signature, may 
refer the question of the.validity of the 
act directly to the supreme court. If the 
supreme 
court declares the act trans- 


gresses the people's directions it falls. If 
it declares otherwise and the President 
signs the act all controversy concerning 
its invalidity with the consequent uncer- 
tainty in business is avoided. 


Our procedure is slow, cumbersome, 


and somewhat impractical. 
When our 


congress enacts something new m legisla- 
tive history, such as a considerable part 
of the New Deal, we are shrouded in 
great uncertainty for a year, and some- 
times two, before a case involving the new 
acts gets before the supreme court for re- 
view. 


In the meantime one of the inferior 


federal courts in Maine holds the act val- 
id, another federal court in California 
holds it invalid, while a federal court in 
Missiouri holds it about half and half. 
Business is stymied, labor doesn't know 
what way it is going and farming may 
have to stand on its head. 


We should have no hesitation in follow- 


ing the Dublin lead to certainty, clarity 
and understanding. 


SHIFTS IN EUROPE 


Even the casual observer can find signs 


that new alignments are forming in Eu- 
rope. The new pact between Italy and 
Hungary with Yugoslavia a friendly on- 
looker, the British cabinet shakeup, the 
unique silence of Hcrr Hitler, the recent 
defiance of little Holland and Rumania to 
belligerents to "keep out"—all hint at 
diplomatic chess behind the war fronts. 


Some observers believe that by spring 


Ihe Allies will have made truce with Ger- 
many so that all can unite to stop the red 
menace from Moscow. In any event, the 
case with which alliances are made and 
broken in Europe and the secrecy of it all 
are two more reasons for America to stay 
away. We might go in on one side and 
bv moinins fmd (hat our allies had be- 
come our enemies1-and our enemies our 
allies.

Washington—Under Robert Houghwout Jack- 


son there will be a very important shift in the 
crusading activities of the justice department. 


Murphy concentrated his fire on corrupt 


politicians. Jackson will train his guns on the 
powers behind the politicians—business and 
utility interests. 


This docs not mean that the "pels" will be 


neglected. They need not hope for any letiup. 
Jackson is going after them just as vigorously 
as Murphy did, and one of the first places on 
the list to be tackled is boss-ridden Atlantic 
city. 


Behind this shift in emphasis are two factors. 


The first is that Jacksorr is less political-minded 
than Murphy. Jackson is a relative newcomer in 
politics and has never held an elective office. 
Murphy has held a number and his thinking is 
chiefly'in political terms. 


The second factor is Jackson's strong eco- 


nomic orientation. Like Murphy, he too has a 
long crusading career but his crusades have 
been against business- powers. As a stripling 
lawyer just out of school in Jamestown, N. Y., 
he defended a group of street car strikers when 
they couldn't get another attorney. A few years 
later he took up the legal cudgels for the local 
independent telephone company against the gi- 
ant A. T. & T. and licked it 


As a 40-year-old assistant attorney general 


he waded into the mighty Aluminum Corpora- 
tion of America with anti-trust charges, and fol- 
lowed this up with a tax evasion suit against 
the late Andrew W. Mellon, former Secretary 
of the Treasury and ruler of the aluminum 
field. 


In the last two*years, as solicitor general, 


Jackson has hung up Ihe greatest record of su- 
preme court victories on major economic issues 
in the history of the tribunal. 


Associated Gas 


Jackson believes that at the root of political 


corruption are economic interests \vhich fatten 
off these machines and keep them in power. As 
attorney general his basic policy will be to 
strike at these hidden forces, and you can write 
it down that there will be plenty of action. 


It may not be spectacular, because Jackson 


dislikes personal publicity, but it will be the 
kind that hurts. Hfc wasn't called "Jack the giant 
killer" in Jamestown for nothing. There will be 
no private conferences with defendants nor 
talks about compromises. 


One of Jackson's first economic offensives 


will be in the direction-of the $800.000,000 As- 
sociated Gas and Electric Co., which went into 
bankruptcy last week when the Securities and 
Exchange Commission refused to permit 'offi- 
cials to tap the till for a devidend payment. 


The group ruling the A. G. & E. roost filed 


the bankruptcy petition in a federal court in the 
little city of Utica in upstate New York. This 
court has had no experience in handling such 
immense trusteeships. A. G. & E. investors, 
backed by SEC and the Justice Department, are 
demanding that the case be brought to Manhat- 
tan, where the chief offices of the corporation 
are located and where there are experienced 
judges. 


It's an inner administration secret, but Jack- 


son dug into the A. G. & E. situation before he 
took over the reins as attorney general, and 
some of his aides are urging that certain crim- 
inal proceedings be launched in the not distant 
future.

Polltical-Go-Bound 


You don't hear anything about him, but be- 


hind the scenes Frank O. Lowden, former Gov- 
ernor of Illinois and during the 1920s the Mid- 
west candidate for the presidency, is very ac- 
tive in the GOP campaign picture. Middle West 
leaders are beating a path to his door to discuss 
the various aspirants, and to get aid and ad- 
vice on the now active movement to organize a 
bloc for united action at the convention. . . .

tified on the ground that more clerical help was 
needed in their Washington offices, to employ 
political assistants in their home towns to look 
after their political fences.

Personal Health Talks

CRI GETS AROUND 


Some day I'll receive a letter 


from a reader who, in all sincerity, 
hopes I will tell my readers some- 
thing about health some time. 


Today came'two letters, one from 


London, Ontario, the other from Mi- 
ami, Florida, urging that I point out 
the serious risk of contracting a 
grave illness (in the one instance 
infantile paralysis is mentioned, in 
the other influenza) from a person 
who persists in remaining at work 
or at school when he or she has an 
alleged "cold." 


This'irks me. to put it mildly For 


twenty-five years, week days, Sun- 
days and holidays I have been ham- 
mering away on that point. 


What the blue blazes—honestly I 


believe the "common cold" delu- 
sion, so fondly cherished by the 
laity and the anile school of medi- 
cal practitioners, is a curse wished 
on the world by some evil genius. 
This quaint eighteenth century no- 
tion that cold, chance of weather, 
dampness, draft and the like can ac- 
count for illness of almost any na- 
ture you happen to have is today a 
formidable obstacle in the way of 
the prevention of the respiratory in- 
fections—illnesses 
which 
make 


three-fourths of the everyday work 
of physicians in general and special 
practice. And today physicians and 
specialists of standing and repute 
still contend, in occasional contribu- 
tions, that under some such circum- 
stances (exposure to cold or wet) 
some individuals may develop some 
vague 
unidentified 
illness—these 


doctors arc never quite specific 
about it, so it is bootless to argue 
with them. The thing amounts to 
this: If a big shot in the profession 
chooses to say there is no doubt 
that exposure to cold or wet is a 
cause or a contributing factor of 
illness, that's that. The grand old 
public, the dumb public, still likes 
to believe great doctors are compe- 
tent to pronounce things thus and 
so. This pleasant tradition the big 
shots naturally like to perpetuate. It 
is what makes them eminent. 


Well, here is some elementary hy- 


giene the soundness and truth of 
which probably no physician will 
venture to question. Every one of 
the respiratory infections, from in- 
fluenza to diphtheria, is most com- 
municable, in sneeze, cough or con- 
versation moisture spray, in the 
stage of onset, before the sower or 
peddler of the infection himself or 
herself feels quite ill enough to go 
to bed or to rest from work or ploy. 


Happily 1 note that in a steadily 


increasing number of schools, offic- 
es and plants where individuals are 
necessarily in prolonged close con- 
tact, within conversation spray 
range (up to five feet) from one nn- 
other. it is the rule that teacher 
executive, pupil or employee, man- 
ager or clerk, shall not come to 
school or to work if he or she hns 
anything purporting to be a "cold"; 
in some schools or offices it Is the 
duty of physicians or nurse to spot 
any one who endeavors to fetch his 
infection to school or work and send 


come by invalidating a part of the 
privilege dividend tax. and it is pos- 
sible that some of the refunds or- 
dered in that decision may have to 
be made earlier than the adminis- 
tration expects.

However, 
the state law says that salaries must 
be set at the first meeting in Feb- 
ruary so the aldermen placed the 
amount at $400 per year for new al- 
dermen, the amount to stand if the 
supreme court rules the referendum 
invalid. 


May Be Effective 


Judge Ryan, however, indicated 


that the referendum would be effec- 
tive at the end of the terms of pres- 
ent aldermen, nine of them next 
April and the remaining nine in 
April of 1941. 


If the supreme court makes the 


same decision, the salaries for al- 
dermen will be $250 per year despite 
the council's action last night. 


When Alderman Doerfler's report 


of the informal meeting was read by 
City Clerk Carl J. Becher, Alder- 
man McGillan said: "I left the meet- 
ing early butjthere seems to be 
something missing in the report Is 
somebody trying to keep something 
quiet?" 


Mayor Goodland replied: "I don't 


know. You had a meeting but it 
seems that I'm not a part of this 
council anymore. 
I asked for a 


meeting to discuss salaries but I 
heard the remark made by an al- 
derman that "we don't want anyone 
there but the aldermen.' " 


Wasn't Notified 


Alderman Brautigam said

derman Grignori wanted to know 
what was left out of the report. 


Alderman Doerfler, who took the 


minutes of the informal session, said 
he marked everything down and 
nothing was left out to his knowl- 
edge.

II, Russia took several forward 
steps. A law was made to give peo- 
ple freedom of religion. Russians 
no longer were forced to belong to 
the Greek Christian, or Greek Cath- 
olic, faith. Thousands were allow- 
ed to attend

churches, and other thousands were 
given the right to be Mohammedans.

Another step was the building of 


a railroad from Moscow into Siber- 
ia. and then clear to the Pacific 
coast. With a length of more than 
5.500 miles, this railway ranks as 
one of the great deeds of modern 
engineers. It was finished in 13 
years, and the cost was above ?200,- 
000,000. 


At the time of the Russo-Japa- 


nese war, a rebellion broke out in 
Russia. It was put down, but it 
led the czar to give the people a 
little power in running the coun- 
try. 
Great numbers of workmen 


and farmers were told they would 
have the right to vote to choose 
members of the Duma- The Duma 
was composed of men who had a 
certain amount of power to make 
laws. 


In 1914 the World war broke out 


and Russia entered it at the same 
time as Germany and France. Rus- 
sian armies fought hard, but lost 
most of their battles against German 
troops. 


Although the Russians were driven 


back more than they went forward, 
they were of help to their partners 
among the Allies. They kept mil- 
lions of German soldiers busy on 
the eastern front. 


Russia's armies were not well 


supplied with food and arms. The 
hardships grew terrible late in 1916. 
People at home, as well as the sol- 
diers at the front, were ill housed -j 
and ill fed. 
; 


Czar Nicholas was believed to be 


a man of weak will. His wife -was 
known to have more to do with 
public affairs than her husband 
Since she -was German by birth, it 
was feared that she was trying se- 
cretly to help the enemy Germans. 


There was talk about a man nam- 


ed Rasputin. He spent a great deal of 
his time in the royal palace, and 
was known to have power over both 
the czar and the czarina. Many felt 
that his power was being' used in 
a way bad for Russia. Just as 1916 
drew to a close, Rasputin was mur- 
ciered. 


Early in 1917, riots took place In 


Russian cities. Strikes were called. 
and factories stopped running. The 
people were hungry, and were an- 
gry about the war lasting so long. 


The rebellion grew and turned 


into a revolt. Soldiers were ordered 
to fire at the mobs but would not 
dp so- In March the czar gave up 
his throne.

Divert Russia 


The German feuhrcr

divert Russia's energies to the near 
East, where in Iraq and Persia is 
located the chief oil supply of the 
allies. Russia draws her oil from the 
Caucasus, not far from the allied 
source, and either side which could 
cut the other's supply of the war's 
most vital need would strike a stag- 
gering blow, Haas explained.
